Relative to claim 4, the major difference between the teachings of the prior art of record 
(US? 5,798,746, Koyama) and that of the instant invention is that said prior is of record 
does not teach an emissive display wherein a power supply and reference voltage line of an 
inverter circuit are arranged in a vertical direction of the pixel, and a relationship of an aperture 
ratio > an average brightness/3000 is present between the aperture ratio and the average 
brightness, where the aperture ratio is the area ratio of the area of light emission area to the pixel 
area.
